At a meeting called by the executive committee 


!>f the Local Red Cross last evening at 7 o'clock in 
headquarters at 900 Lorain County Bank Bldg., it was 
decided to start a campaign to raise funds for the 
Lorain disaster. The executive committee was repre- 
sented at this meeting, together with representatives 
of all the different fraternal orders and civic bodies 
of the £ity. 


It'was recommended that a meeting be held this 


morning at 9 o'clock in the council rooms. This 
meeting took place this morning as scheduled, with 
Fames Thomas acting as chairman. 


The program was arranged for, in which the 


business section and the factories were divided up 
among a large group of workers to start immediately 
soliciting funds. 


These funds will be used to meet the expenses of 


medical supplies which have been already used in 
Lorain, and for other needed supplies which are be- 
ing uhed at the present time and for future experi-

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ences. 


The Local Red Cross was upon the field of action 


in Lorain on Saturday night only one hour after the 
•errific storm. Every assistance possible was given 
to the injured and distressed. The Red Cross worked 
ike a trained military organization not. omitting any 


Medical biipplies were collected up in the city 


md rushed .to the various places where needed, and 
valiant work was accomplished. 


A Red Cross tent has been erected upon the pub- 


'ic square, and all contributions can be turned into 
'•hese temporary headquarters. 


It is expected that a hearty response will be 


made to the urgent call. Already several fraternal 
orders and individuals have given substantial sums. 


The Red Cross feel that they did not fail in the 


micial moment, and the organization is sure that the 
people will respond heartily to help them pay for the 
supplies now used and for those which will have to be 
used in the future. 


In view of the situation, Mayor Hinkson has 


ssued the following proclamation:

"The call of suffering humanity appeals to 


our inner conscience for our Sister City, Lorain. 
Our friends and neighbors are in distress and in 
need of our financial and moral support. 


"We who have been so fortunate as to have 


escaped the terrible disaster, should be willing to 
open our purse strings to those in need. - There- 
fore, I urge the people of Elyria to respond to 
their greatest ability in this hour of need, and as- 
sixt the Red Cross in raising their funds."

A steam shovel was removing 
the mass of debris in the basement of the theatre

THE SPIRIT IS REGNANT 


- The full horror of devastated homes and ruined 


cities has been brought vividly to all of northern Ohio, 
and especially to the people of Lorain county by the 
storm of Saturday. Lasting for a bare ten minutes 
it wiped out, in its fury, the work of generations, 
leaving in its pathway a trail of suffering and disas- 
ter, and such a state of ruin as beggars description. 
It is impossible to express the condition of the city of 
Lorain. Only those who went through the Great 
War can picture it without seeing it with their own 
eyes. It is like the cities which were under shell fire 
during bombardment after bombardment, and in or- 
der to realize even to a limited degree the plight of 
our sister city is necessary for most of us to see her 
ruined streets. 


A single mined house, or a single group of ruined 


homes, would be a depressing and melancholy sight, 
but to pass through street after street laid waste. 
every home destroyed and the trees uprooted; to 
turn from such scenes to the business district, a mass 
of wreckage and menacing fragments of buildings 
still standing unsteadily at ungainly angles, and then 
to pass from these scenes to the hospitals and relief 
stations where the human wreckage is being gathered 
together is enough to depress the hardiest spirit, vis- 
iting the city for a few short hours. But the people 
of Lorain can not leave such sights when the day is 
over and come back to a well ordered cny and to 
pleasant, well kept homes. The people of Lorain 
must "carry on" and they are doing it in a truly he- 
roic way. 


It is in times of great disaster such as this that 


we can see, dramatically manifested, the true great- 
ness of human nature. 
"We must stand in respectful 


admiration before the gallant spirit of the people 
whom one sees on every hand, bravely and even 
cheerfully facing the task of clearing away the ruins 
of past labors, and lost hopes, to start again from the 
very ground up. To many, the homes of which the 
storm made such short shrift, mean the accumulation 
of a life time of savings and effort. It is impossible 
to realize the situation in which they find themselves 
with home and business wiped out of existence, and 
with dear ones dead or injured in the hospitals. 


The bravery of those who have suffered chal- 


lenges our respect and admiration on the one hand 
and the generosity of those who come with full hands 
to offer aid and comfort, must, on the other hand re- 
store our faith in the native goodness of human na- 
ture, and in the kindness of heart and sympathy lying 
hidden beneath our every day exterior of compla- 
cently self-centered activity. 
Xowhere has the call 


for aid been refused or even met with half-hearted 
response. On every hand people have been armour 
to do not only their share but more than their share 
to help. Here as always an acute and dramatic situ- 
ation has stirred the best in the hearts of humanity 
and relief pours into the city from all the neighboring 
communities.
